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1. The confusion in the records of the Bolivian Immigration Service which was 
graphically pointed up by the case of Gustav Bodansky's illegal immiprationa 
ring has prompted authorities to plan a census of all foreifnera in the 
country.* The government feels that the susceptibility of consular and inni- 
gration officials to bribery and favors has enabled many foreigners of dubious 
antecedents to enter the country. 


2, At praesent there are no statistics on the number of foreigners in the country. 
Before the Catavi riots >roke out on 23 Mar, it was planned to begin taking 
the census of foreigners withing few weeks. A charce of 300 bolivianos per 
person was to be made to cover the cost of the census. Employees of foreion 
sovernments will be exempted from payment of the fee and from the majority of 
the fornal requirements.
